LOOKING FORWARD 








During the period of July 8 to July 15 [1931] there gathered in 
Grand Rapids more than 500 decorators interested in forming and 
perfecting a national organization. The purpose was to determine a 
means towards the betterment of many of the adverse conditions in the 
decorative field as well as the establishment of ethical standards among 
ourselves. Promotion in the minds of the public of the necessity for 
better decoration—hence better homes—would be another of the 
ramifications. 

These decorators, by the seriousness of their intentions and their 
enthusiasm for the project, combined with the concentrated efforts of 
a number of leading minds in the decorative field, succeeded in estab- 
lishing the nucleus of such an organization. Its name is the American 
Institute of Interior Decorators, of which I have the privilege and very 
great honor of serving as the first president. 

It is good that the suggestion to organize has been carried to fruition, 
for only by unity of purpose and by the submergence of personal 
interests for the good of the whole can the best results be achieved. The 
potential gain to be reasonably expected is probably beyond our present 
ability to estimate. We should not forget, however, in our pride of 
accomplishment those many problems to be solved—the colossal 
amount of work which lies before us. 

During the conference our days and nights were marked by an entire 
absence of commerce. There was no evidence of personal aggrandize- 
ment, no selfish discord or petty bickering to mar the occasion. The 
entire spirit of the meetings was concerned with the cause of interior 
decoration and in view of the personnel, of the provisional board of 
directors, certainly no other result could have been expected. 

Colossal work has been accomplished, great history for us all was 
written in Grand Rapids. Now we go out as crusaders in an endeavor 
to interest all decorators, to ask your aid that our efforts may achieve 
the crown of continued success. Your president, officers and board of 
governors can do little without that aid, so I ask that you stand ready 
to increase and build up the great enthusiasm evinced some weeks ago. 

As soon as plans are perfected, word will go forth for the establish- 
ment of state and district chapters to be affiliated with the parent 
organization. It is then that you, with your hearty and unselfish co- 
operation, can be of great assistance to those who have been elected to 
carry on the pioneering work. 

We invite your suggestions, your criticisms, but let them be con- 
structive. We cannot be interested in personal grievances; our time is 
too valuable. We go forth to the world with a great spirit of coordina- 
tion, of cooperation, and with a sincere belief that by a great phalanx 
we may eventually convince those allied injgrests of our sincerity and 
our high standards to the end that they all will see the justice and 
fairness of our cause and will wish to be allied with us to participate 
in the fruits of our efforts. 

Truly the Grand Rapids Conference was a stimulating experience.

Studio of Interior Design 


On his farm near Chicago, where he raises Hereford 
cattle, Interior Designer Marc Nielsen, A.I.D., has 
erected for his own use the studio building pictured 
herewith. Emphasis on good design is its keynote, 
with derivations from the Japanese style in mass and 
structure the basis for its architecture. The plan 
features a complete living unit consisting of a large 
studio with slanted ceiling, small kitchen, bath and 
bedroom with a lot of closet space. The result is a 
color-coordinated spacious interior similar to those of 
much larger and more expensive houses. 

For entertaining a large group in a small area it is 
ideal, and it provides extra storage throughout by 
utilizing room-dividing walls as wardrobes or cabinets. 
Walnut sheathing is used on interior walls and ceiling, 
including those in the L-shape living room and an 
adjoining studio-office which can be easily converted 
into a dining room. 

Redwood boards and battens, and brick at the 
entrance, are used for exterior walls, and there is a 
Parkay floor for the interior, combining walnut and 
charcoal ceramic tile, the latter held in place by black 
mortar. No shutters or awnings are required with the 
wide overhang of the roof which gives protection from 
glare of sun, and rain and snow. 

This attractive, utilitarian house gains added attrac- 
tiveness by the acres of natural planting surrounding 
it, affording a treat for the eye, looking in any direc- 


tion, from within. 








Studio exterior suggests Japanese archi- 
tectural form in its design, abetted by 
wide window panels, walls of redwood 
rubbed with white paint, and tile walk; 
old bronze hanging flowers and ceramic 
cockerel from Italy contribute interest.

Leather in new forms, new uses and a brilliant array of new colors was 
the prevailing theme of the 1956 Leather in Decoration Show held at the 
Merchandise Mart in Chicago during the recent furniture market. Sponsored 
by The Upholstery Leather Group, the exhibition was coordinated by William 
Pahlmann Associates and presented in eleven full-scale rooms, created by 
noted interior designers. Featured in the rooms were the winning designs 
from The Upholstery Leather Group’s Design Competition for professional 
designers and decorators in which $6,000 was awarded. In addition, ninety- 
eight new “International Leather” colors were shown on a wall panel, and 
ten manufacturers introduced chairs, tables and sofas using some of the new 
colors. 

The newest leather product introduced was a “tropical” leather which has 
a mildew-proof finish especially developed for tropical climates. Although it 
looks and feels like other leather, tests under tropical climatic conditions have 
proved its resistance to humidity and heat. It is available in more than five 
hundred colors and, like all leather, requires only soap and water for cleaning. 

Woven leather appeared in a number of rooms: on cabinet fronts, as 
upholstery material, in a wall panel combined with walnut and wool, and in 
a prize-winning rug. Leather floors were shown in seven of the rooms—in 
squares, rectangles, a herringbone pattern, and, in one case, combined with 
strips of brass. An old art was revived in the form of Florentine-embossed 
leather which was used to decorate the front of a cabinet-room divider. A 
new printed leather. the winner of the decorative design award, was used as 
the top of a coffee table in one of the room settings.

Francis Henry Lenygon Room

Francis Henry Lenygon (1877-1943) 
occupies a special niche in the annals of 
the profession of interior architecture in 
this country. If he had a choice in the 
matter, I believe he would have elected to 
have been born at the end of the 17th cen- 
tury in his native England and to have 
practiced his profession well into the 
eighteenth century. Spiritually that was 
his milieu—but as he added grace and 
luster to the first third of the present cen- 
tury, working with the skill and taste of 
his professional forebearers, it was never 
as an antiquario. Rather he worked as 
Inigo Jones or the Third Earl of Burling- 
ton would have worked if living in the 
20th century. 

The history of art is replete with archi- 
tects, painters and sculptors, whose genius 
failed of full expression for want of great

Jan Yoors Tapestries 
Shown At Thaibok 

In recognition of their luxurious and 
decorative contribution to American 
interiors, Thaibok Fabrics presented a 
February showing of the Jan Yoors 
contemporary tapestries. The collec- 
tion, designed and woven here in New 
York by Belgian-born Jan Yoors, is 
brilliant in concept, color and tech- 
nique. Designs are daringly vital and 
architectural. Scale is monumental. Fig- 
ures are bold and aboriginal, developed 
“in the flat” but marked with heavily 
drawn outlines. Themes are strongly de- 
lineated, using color contrast and com- 
position to create provocative scenes 
and symbolism. Yoors’ background to 
date is as varied, unusual and interest- 
ing as the works he produces. At the 
age of twelve, attracted by the color and 
gaiety of a gypsy camp, he wandered 
off to live with the group, returning to 
his home in Antwerp six months later. 
During World War II, he served with 
British and American Intelligence and 
those dangerous years saw his impris- 
onment in Germany, escape after a 
death sentence and internment in one 
of Franco’s concentration camps, ended 
at the intervention of Anthony Eden. 
After the war he began to weave in 
London. Now Jan Yoors weaves his 
large tapestries in a_ high-ceilinged 
studio at 96 Fifth Avenue, on a type 
of haute lisse loom similar to those 
used in medieval Paris. The loom, 
which he built himself from heavy 
wooden beams, stands 18-feet wide and 
8-feet high. The weavers—Jan, his wife 
and his sister-in-law—operate it en- 
tirely by hand, frequently improvising 
as they weave, adding greater depth 
and richness to each design as it de- 
velops. The art, skill and scope of this 
determined young artist-craftsman_in- 
jects a new vitality into modern tap- 
estry weaving and introduces furnish- 
ings for residential and public inte- 
riors that are impressive art forms.

commissions. Happily that is not the case with Francis 
Lenygon, although I have sometimes remarked with a 
touch of wry humor that “he came up the hard way.” 
His first client was Edward VII, King of England, who 
honored him not only with commissions but with his 
friendship as well. He was subsequently intrusted as 
consultant for alterations at both Buckingham Palace 
and Windsor Castle. Many of England’s great houses 
likewise bear his mark as he removed Victorian embellish- 
ments and restored them to their original stately quality. 

Early in this century he opened the New York offices 
as a branch of his splendid premises at 31 Old Burling- 
ton Street, London, and in the process furthered what 
we sometimes think of as our “Age of Elegance in the 
Georgian Tradition.” Americans of cultivated taste 
promptly recognized his special gifts and more than 
1000 of the greatest rooms in America bore testimony 
to his skill, as do, in another direction, the splendid 
public rooms of the fleet of Cunard transatlantic liners 
that many of us remember with a certain nostalgia; but 
he could also turn his mind to designing a special body 


for a Rolls-Royce so that it might conveniently and 


beautifully accommodate its owner in a wheel chair. 
In other instances, and it now seems much longer ago 
than the actual number of years involved, he could de-

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sign a private railroad car so that its owner while trav- 
elling might not be totally deprived of the beauty of 
his own home. I am grateful to be able to report that 
the original drawings for many of these projects are a 
part of our Lenygon Collection, a selection of which is 
now exhibited at Columbia University in Avery Library. 
It adds greatly to Mr. Lenygon’s stature, that while 
great commissions came to him, his interests and en- 
thusiasm ranged far beyond the problem of individual 
success. He was deeply concerned with the quality of 
the profession as a whole and with its future. Accord- 
ingly, he lent the weight of his influence to both the 
British Institute of Decorators and the American In- 
stitute of Decorators to encourage high professional 
standards and to promote and guide the training of 
future members of the profession. He served the Ameri- 
can Institute three terms as president, and subsequently 
as Honorary Member of the Board of Governors. 
Throughout his life he consistently sought to heighten 
esthetic standards in both practitioner and client. He 
authored several magnificent volumes on English fur- 
nishings, including Decoration and Furniture of English 
Mansions, 1910; Furniture in England, 1914; Decora- 
tion in England, 1914, that are required holdings in 
present day libraries. He encouraged young writers such 
as Margaret Jourdain, Christopher Hussey and Percy

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Macquoid, who have faithfully carried forward the 
standards of his own connoisseurship. 

In this country, in spite of the pressing demands on 
him, he found time to serve as lecturer at the Metropoli- 
tan Museum and also at New York University. The range 
of his interests may be gauged by his association with 
the Beaux Arts Institute of Design; the Royal Society 
of Arts, of which he was a Fellow; the Metropolitan 
Club of New York, where he served as Chairman of the 
House Committee; and the Devonshire and the Consti- 
tutional Clubs in London. 

Still his greatest satisfaction lay, as an artist, in 
creating a distinguished piece of interior architecture 
replete with beautiful objects in it—sometimes more 
beautiful than the budget would permit. I recall situa- 
tions where a client would explain to him that he wished 
to do over his drawing room but the year had proven a 
very poor one and he simply could not afford to put more 
than a certain amount in it, naming a sum truly indica- 
tive of those spacious days before high income taxes. 
As the project developed, it might happen that the 
budget was used up, and still an important piece, the 
perfect piece, was lacking for its completion. Then 
that piece without explanation would quietly be added 
to the room but not to the bill. I surmise he did this 
more for himself than for the client. In his mind,

without that piece, the room as a creative work of art, 
would be unfinished. He could no more allow it that 
way than a musician would leave a composition hanging 
in mid-air—or a painter exhibit a picture obviously 
unfinished. 

As I go through life, it is recurrently brought home 
how often pleasant and right things do happen. What 
indeed could be pleasanter than to have the donor elect 
to memorialize her distinguished husband by erecting in 
this library a notable original Georgian room that had 
long been a treasured possession of his and a part of 
their daily life and then to furnish it with certain objects 
that had long been in their own home. 

Among these objects are some with a long line of 
notable associations, such as the great standing architec- 
tural book case, whose design was, by tradition, con- 
trolled by Samuel Pepys at the request of a close friend, 
and the superbly simple Queen Anne chair from the Din- 
ing Hall at Chatsworth Palace, the main seat of the Dukes 
of Devonshire. Of special interest to us is the fine basalt 
bust of the sixteenth century Italian architect Andrea 
Palladio and the Van Der Banck portrait of Richard 
Boyle, third Earl of Burlington, who was both architect 
and patron and indeed the prime force in English ar- 
chitecture in the first half of the 18th century, as Robert

Adam was to similarly serve the second half of the 
century. The noteworthy pair of carved pine Chippen- 
dale console tables with their sea-green marble tops 
superbly illustrate the canons of taste upheld by the 
man we seek to honor. It is the fond hope of the donor 
that the whole room will, in a quiet way, serve a similar 
end and promote a sympathetic awareness of quality in 
interior architecture. 

As I watched this noble room slowly take form and 
then develop into completeness, the words of that re- 
markably sensitive English critic, Lawrence Binyon, at 
the time he gave the Charles Eliot Norton Lectures at 
Harvard, in 1933, seemed in restrospect, to apply, per- 
ceptively in principle, to the results achieved in our 
Francis Henry Lenygon Memorial Room. “Some years 
ago I chanced to visit the house of a collector in London, 
and without preparation, after admiring the pictures, 
stepped from the modern house into a room designed 
and built by Inigo Jones, which the owner had bought 
entire and setup afresh as an adjunct to his house.
